T hat the automobile 
wrecked 
on 
the Lincoln Highway, two miles west 
«>f Gettysburg, early Sunday evening, 
was stolen .several days before by 
Edward 
Heganer, 
19, and 
W alter 
Hatz, 18, of Lancaster, who were in­ 
jured when the ear left the road, and 
mowed down twenty-five feet of fence 
and then turned over three times, was 
revealed on Monday afternoon w'hen 
Dr. 
Paul R. 
Byerly, 
a 
Lancaster 
dentist, notified the State Police here 
that the machine belonged to him. 
The local office of the State Police 
was asked by Dr. Byerly to place the 
two young men under arrest, pending 
his coming to Gettysburg!. 
Before the State troopers reached 
the Hospital, however, Heganer had 
left there in the face of opposition on 
the part ot^ doctors' and nurses, and 
against the advice of his father, Ed- 
ward H eganer, Sr. 
Troop E head- 
uuarters of the S tate Police at Gan­ 
g s t e r were notified, and watch for 
bis return to that 
place was kept. 
H eganer was arrested some time later 
by one of the members of the force, 
and will In* held under the charge of 
theft of Dr. Byerly’s machine. 
Batz, the other youth, who suffered 
a broken leg in the spill, will be a 
patient at the 
hospital 
for several 
weeks. He will He arrested as soon as 
he is able to be moved, the State Po­ 
lice say. 
Dr. Byerly. a friend of C. B. Dough­ 
erty, Hanover street, told the latter 
over the telephone on Monday a fte r­ 
noon that he exnected to come to Get­ 
tysburg this afternoon to identify his 
automobile. 
The car was badly dam ­ 
aged and in addition leaking gaso­ 
line from the tank caught fire almost 
as soon as the machine came to a halt, 
and the cushions and ton were com­ 
pletely consumed in the flames Itefore 
they were extinguished 
by 
passing 
motorists who threw loose earth on 
the blaze. 
Hoganer, the driver, 
was 
uncon­ 
scious when picked up and was bleed­ 
ing profusely from 
numerous 
cuts. 
B atz was conscious and 
apparently 
not as severely injured as the driver 
of the car. 
Both men were brought 
lo the W artier IKrsnital here after Dr. 
G. H. dordy. of Hanover, who was 
passing a t the time of the accident, 
gave them first aid treatm ent. 
Heganer did not regain conscious­ 
ness until Monday morning. 
As soon 
as he came to, H eganer is said to 
have expressed a desire to leave the 
Hospital. 
In view of his injuries and 
the apparent haziness of his mental 
condition, a result of the accident, he 
was advised to remain. 
AVfhon H eganer’s father arrived at 
the Hospital, the young man again 
Odd authorities there that he was go­ 
ing to leave. 
He was advised to re­ 
main and his father joined with doc­ 
tors and nurses there in an effort to 
deter him from his action. The young 
man was obstinate, however, and the 
elder Heganer was forcer! to sign the 
formal hospital release before the pa­ 
tient was removed. 
According to the State Police, the 
machine was sto'en from Dr. Byerly 
on July ti. 
Just where the youths 
vent and w hether they were en route 
hack to Lancaster when the accident 
caused them to fall into the clutches 
of the police could not he learned. 
Accounts of eyewitnesses of the ac­ 
cident are to the effect that the two 
young men were driving east on the 
Lincoln Highway at a high rate of 
speed. 
It has been estim ated that the 
car was traveling between 40 and 45 , 
miles an hour when the accident oc­ 
curred. 
Heganer, the eyewitnesses say, a t­ 
tempted to drive the car around an­ 
other machine going rn the same di­ 
rection when he spied another auto­ 
mobile coming in the opposite direc­ 
tion. 
In order to avoid a head-on col­ 
lision between the two machines, H eg­ 
aner drove his car off the ro >d. 
It 
shot across a (Pitch at the side of the 
road and began mowing down a fence 
before it turned turtle three times and 
finally came to a stop. 


H unters and sportsmen of Adams 
county, backed by evidence offered by 
game wardens and others throughout

who annually kill ten times as much 
game as all gunners combined. 
It 
has been stated that the reel squirrel 
alone will kill 200 
birds a season, 
while the great horned owl destroys 
annually covey after covey of quail. 
Special efforts arc being made to en­ 
list the aid of gam e 
lovers 
against 
the crow who is described as de­ 
stroying individually more 
birds 
of 
all kinds, more birds’ eggs and young 
poultry than any other bird th a t ever 
flapped a wing. 
All gam e destroying animals 
and 
birds are classed by sportsmen and 
game lovers as vermin, and it is ex­ 
pected that vermin 
hunting 
clubs 
can be organized here and that m em ­ 
bers of 
established 
gun clubs 
will 
join in the movement by going into 
the woods and 
shooting 
as 
many 
game destroyers as they can find. 
Convincing evidence of the destruc­ 
tive and rapacious habits of the com­ 
mon crow as an enemy of gam e and 
song birds has been collected by Dr. 
B. H. W arren, noted ornithologist of 
Pennsylvania, who during 
the past 
three weeks has been investigating 
wild life in the duck breeding grounds 
on the Virginia coast. 
Dr. W arren spent two days in b>ok-

A giant 
rattlesnake for this sec­ 
tion, 
m easuring 
four 
feet, 
six 
inches, was killed Monday by W. C. 
Tyson, of Guernsey near Pine Grove 
furnace. 
If it carried 24 rattles, as 
is believed, the snake is a record one 
for this section. 
Mr. 
Tyson, 
who was 
motoring 
through Pine Grove with Mrs. Ty<son, 
had just stopped his machine on the 
H unters Run road when they were 
warned of the presence of the reptile 
by its 
rattle. 
It darted away from 
the 
machine 
when Mr. 
Tyson got 
out, but turned on the 
slope of the 
wooded bank and prepared to defend 
itself. 
Mr. Tyson landed on it with 
a 
club before it could 
strike, and 
quickly dispatched it. 
A. C. Givler, of Pine Grove, in re­ 
porting the incident, 
states th a t it 
was the largest specimen of its kind 
ever seen in th a t section. 
A careful 
search by Mr. Tyson before leaving 
Pine Grove failed to reveal its mate. 
In 
killing the snake, 
Mr. Tyson 
says he knocked off a number of the 
rattles s o that when he took th e skin 
to Biglerville to bo mounted by John 
Miller, taxiderm ist of th a t 
place, it 
had but 
nine rattles still attached. 
Mr. Miller, who has mounted a num ­ 
ber of the skins, declares it his be­ 
lief th a t 
judging from 
the size of 
those rattles still remaining, the rep­ 
tile m ast have carried 24 of them.

at the head of the Club say. 
Large signs calling the attention

tions within the near future, as the 
result of action by the Boosters’ Club. 
Howard C. Mitinger, secretary of the 
Club, and Clyde L. Bream, who acted 
as general supervisor of the Sixtieth 
anniversary jubilee,* were appointed a 
committee to purchase the signs, se- 
< ure ground concessions and have the 
boards erected. 
Discussion wus also held upon the 
advisability of keeping a regularly 
paid publicity m an on the staff of the 
Club so as to have stories concerning 
G ettysburg broadcasted.

given a 
ride as far as Chambersburg. From 
Chambersburg they actually began 
the hike. 
A fter walking a distance 
of ten miles, kind-hearted motorists 
again gave them 
“a lift,” this time 
as fa r as Indianapolis, Ind., by way 
of Cumberland, Md. 
At Cumberland, 
the motorists were generous enough 
to provide them with a chicken din­ 
ner. 
Leaving 
Indianapolis on June 17, 
another motorist gave them a 
ride 
into St, Louis, Missouri, by way of 
Terre Haute, Indiana. 
Another lift 
in a machine brought the “ hikers” to 
Wichita, 
Kansas. 
So fa r 
their ac­ 
tual hiking amounted to ten miles. 
In Wichita they met an Oklahoma 
cowpuncher 
motoring to the 
West. 
In his machine they completed the 
last lap of their journey to Denver. 
They were compelled to hike the dis­ 
tance from Denver to the Peak. 
The climbing of the Peak was done 
by moonlight. 
The ascent began at 
ll p. rn.

Future Fate of Mountain Institution is 
Matter of Concern Here Due to Lack 
of Funds. Abandonment Feared. 


Maiden Says She Has Been Member 
of Bandit Gang Three Years. Part­ 
ners Held on Her Story. 


Hopes that the government might 
take over the Mont Alto hospital for 
disabled veterans received their death 
blow* on Monday when the announce­ 
ment was made that the hospitaliza­ 
tion board of the veterans’ bureau has 
unanimously accepted the recommen­ 
dations of Brigadier General Frank T. 
Hines, director of the bureau, that the 
government erect a general hospital 
on the Aspinwall site, near Pittsburgh. 
Here treatm ent will be given former 
service men of the world war. 
Engineers will be sent at once to 
Aspinwall to make a survey of 
the 
property and to get plans for the new 
institution under way. 
The hospital 
will have a 250 bed capacity, and w'ill 
be equipped with the needs of service 
men from all parts of Pennsylvania. 
General Hines and a number of oth­ 
er officials of the veterans’ bureau and 
of the 
American Legion 
visited the 
Mont Alto sanatorium 
in 
the course 
of their general tour of the State in 
an effort to find a suitable site for 
the 
location 
of a general govern­ 
ment hospital. 
Strong hopes were felt at that time 
that Mont Alto would be taken over 
by the government, especially so since 
it has been repeatedly stated that this 
State has not sufficient funds to long 
continue treatm ent of veterans at the 
mountain institution. 
As a conse­ 
quence, much interest bas been m ain­ 
tained during the course of the inves­ 
tigation, since much personal interest 
is taken by Adams county residents 
in the soldiers w'ho are now stationed 
there. 
Fears that the place may be 
abandoned 
have been 
expressed in 
some quarters. 
Ben F. Metz, of Pittsburgh, national 
Bason officer of the American Legion, 
was in W ashington Monday and held 
a conference with General Hines after 
the meeting 
of the 
hospitalization 
board. 
“ No time wit! be lost in getting the 
Aspinwall hospital under wav,” said 
Mr. M etz Monday evening.

Flyer Was Attempting Flight From 
New York to San Francisco Between 
Dawn and Sunset of One Day. 


St. Joseph, Mo., July IO.—Lieuten­ 
ant Russell L. Maughan, army avia­ 
tor, who was forced to abandon his 
dawn-to-dusk New York-to-San Frarfi- 
jjisco flight near St. Joseph Monday, 
said Monday night 
another 
flight 
would be attempted within a week. 
Lieutenant Maughan will fly back to 
New York Wednesday or Thursday of 
this week, he said, in the plane that 
was damaged in a forced landing at 
Avenue City, about nine miles north: 
east of St. Joseph. 
The plane is undergoing repairs, and 
Maughan expressed belief it would be 
in condition by tonight. 
A clog in the gas line of his engine 
caused Maughan’s first 
trouble, he 
said. 
He was within five minutes' 
flight of the St. Joseph Municipal Air 
Field, fifteen miles away, when his en- 
gine went dead. 
Maughan dropped 
into a pasture, damaging his landing 
gear.

No extra parts will be needed, ac­ 
cording to Maughan’s. two mechanics, 
who were in St. Joseph awaiting his 
coming. 
A welding 
machine 
was 
taken from St. Joseph Monday after­ 
noon, and all repairs will be made on 
the spot. 
Lieutenant Maughan 
estimated he 
made approximately 13,IO miles 
in 
nine hours. 
He said he was lost in 
a fog for 250 miles. 
He feared he 
would swerve from his route, but hat­ 
ed to lose anv time bv slowing down. 
He made several trial flights, to go 
above or around the fog, but it seem­ 
ed to envelop him completely. 


Fog Caused Flier's Delay 
Dayton, O., July IO.—One houf and 
thirty-five minutes behind the schedule 
on which he was attempting to tra ­ 
verse the continent between dawn and 
sunset, Lieutenant Russel L. Maughan 
arrived at McCook Field here at 9:10 
a. rn. eastern -standard time Monday 
morning. 
Twenty-five minutes later 
his Curtiss pursuit plane again took to 
the air for his next stop, St. Joseph, 
Missouri, in an attempt to make up 
for lost time. 
He left at 9:35 a. rn. 
eastern standard time, 
Heavy fogs and a hazy atmosphere, 
which caused Lieutenant Maughan to 
lose his way, accounted for his falling 
behind schedule. 
The first point he 
actually recognized after leaving New 
York, he said, was Akron, Ohio, which 
was IOO miles off his course. 
The loss of his course caused him 
to fly approximately 700 miles between 
Mitchel Field and Dayton, Lieutenant 
Maughan said, and taxed his gasoline 
supply, which he feared would be ex­ 
hausted and force him down before he 
arrived here. 
His map route had call­ 
ed for only *570 miles.

left 
Mitchel Field Monday morning at 3:56 
eastern standard time.
